dings, if any, of that Com- 
mission, The Commission 
shall conduct open meetings 
and its records shall be 
available to the public. 

In addition to the .recom- 
mendations, the commission 

‘chairman reiterated its 
willingness to hear the 
problems or complaints of 
any individualsor group that 
feels discriminated against. 
Commission meetings and 
hearings are open to the 
“press and public, therefore, 
the airing of grievances 
before it should result in 
public understanding of all 
sides of any given issue,” she 
explained.

"Janet, an Ohio State Uni- 


versity freshman, lives. with 
her parents ‘on Columbus’ 
west side and commutes to 
the campus. She rarely takes 
part in the activities many 
other students participate in— 
concerts, speeches by 
famous people, or “rap"’

She finds it inconvenient to 
return to campus’ for activi- 
ties held in the evening, and 
she finds few opportunities 
for making friends with other 
students. 

Consequently, Janet is 
missing important parts of 
campus life that contribute to 
her education and personal 
development. And she may 
not become aware of all the 
services and student activi- 
ties available to her at the 
university. 

To meet the needs of Janet 
and an estimated 7900 com- 
muting students with similar 
problems, Ohio State will 
Start an “off-campus advisory 
program” next fall.-It is 
designed to serve the group 
of students described by the 
terms “off-campus,” “town,” 
or “commuter™ students. 

Ten advisers will be avail- 
able to students who live off- 
campus. The advisers will of- 
fer counseling, information 
on Ohio State's services for 
students, and help freshmen 
adjust .to university life, says 
Barbara Watts, assistant dean 
of students. 

“Students who live in resi- 
dence halls receive such 
help through resident ad- 
visers, but off-campus 
students haven't had this 
kind of assistance,” she said. 
The commuter students will 
be able to drop by to see an 


adviser during the day. In ad- 
dition, each of the 10 ad- 
visers, who are to be upper- 
Classmen, will be assigned 15 
freshmen commuter students. 
With these students each ad- 
viser is to “establish a friend- 
ly. helping relationship and 
meet regularly with them ‘as 
ayy 


separate session of the orien- 
tation program for off- 
campus students,” she said. 

“At a large university like 
this, a student needs to find a 
niche to make it,” Ms. Watts 
said. “He, or she, needs to 
find a group of pgople to 
meet with, talk to, and identi- 
fy with, or else it becomes a 
place with thousands of 
people, ail strangers. The ad- 
visers may be able to let 
students know of student 
groups and clubs of possible 
interested to them.” 

She hopes the program will 
be-able to get some office 
space on campus that is con- 
veniently located for com- 
muters. Other universities are 
also establishing better ser- 
vices to commuting students, ° 
she pointed out. Bowling 
Green State University, for in- 
stance, has a center for such 
students where they can eat 
lunch, study, or relax. 

To see if the program 
makes a difference in 
students’ attitudes and 
academic effectiveness, the 
Office of Student Affairs will 
conduct a study involving the 
150 freshmen choosing to 


' participate in the program. 


This. group will be compared 
to a control group of other 
commuter students, Ms. 
Watts said.

Advocates More 


' Opportunities

The Arherican Jewish 
Congress called today for in- 
tensified efforts ‘to increase 
job and schooling oppor- 


tial quotas in employment 
and university admissions 

In a resolution adopted at 
the closing session of its 
national biennial convention 
hefe, the Congress sought to 
resolve the dilemma confron- 
ting civil rights groups which 
support effective measures 
aimed at increasing oppor- 
tunity for blacks and other 
minorities but balk at means 
which themselves create 
discrimination 

To meet this dilemma, the 
Jewish group called for 
“goals with appropriate 
safeguards” designed to end 
“the effects which a century 
of discrimination and outright 
exclusion in both em- 
ployment and education have 
had on.minorities in America. 

“It ‘we refuse to allow for 
the fact that they have been 
denied the chance to com- 
pete equally, we will con- 
demn our society to the con- 
tinuation of inequality for 
generations,"’ the American 
Jewish Congress statement 
declared. :

There were also some adults in your neighborhood who 
helped you get started long before you reached high school 
and/or college, Such men as James Moore, Karl Fulton, Billy 
Harris, Virgil Davis, Art Coleman, Ray Humphrey, Charlie 
Fincher, Willie Mason, Bob Martin, Jim Hemphill, and many 
others donated their time, talent and money to help you 
along the way. 

Now the community, both black and white, is calling on 
you to make your contribution in the sports field as‘an of- 
ficial, Every man should do something to make his com- 
munity a better place to live.

Pete was an outstanding catcher 
at Worthington High School and Otterbein College during 
his school days..He has worked his way up the ladder from 
Knothole, Little League and American Legion games to high 
school, college and NCAA tournament games. 

Fields also teaches baseball courses at Ohio State. He 
was a teacher at 11th Ave. Elementary School for many years 
before moving up to an administrative position with the 
school board. 

An amateur official will not get rich in this field, but the 
fees paid will help keep the wolves away from your door. It is 
also possible for one to work his way to the professional 
ranks, 

Columbus has produced many outstanding black 
athletes.

discriminatory practices in the Big Ten to Wayne Duke, Big 
Ten Commissioner. ; 
These men requested the Big Ten to employ more black 


‘officials, secretaries, trainers, medical personnel, top 
assistants at every coaching level and in the athletic direc- 


\tors' offices. 

One of the seven recommendations made by this group 
‘fo the Big Ten was the following: “Beginning no later than 
fall, 1972, we strongly recommend that blacks be hired at 


every officiating level in each sanctioned Big Ten athletic 


event, particularly in basketball and football.” 

This group stated that the Big Ten only had two black 
officials, one_in football and one in basketball. It is in- 
teresting to note the action taken by the Big Ten officials at 
their spring meeting in Chicago on May 22, 

The conference accepted some of the recommendations 
made by the Michigan State group. Commissioner Wayne 
Duke announced that more blacks would be added to the 
football and basketball officiating staff. 

He also named several former black Big Ten athletes to 
a special committee to advise the conference on matters per- 
taining to black athletes. The ex-Big Ten black players selec- 
ted were Buddy Young of Illinois, Ernie Cook and Judge A. 
Dickson of Minnesota, LeRoy Bolden’ of Michigan State, 
Willie D. Jones of Purdue, Robert Dorsey of Ohio State, and 
Dr. George Talifero of Indiana.

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EDITORIALS 


The Dunbar Papers 


June 27 will mark the 100th An- 
niversary of the birth of Paul 
Laurence Dunbar, one of the most 
famous and certainly the most 
prolific of America's black poets. 
The Ohio Historical Society, in 
Soolleh s enaes c will 
publish a mitfofilm edition and prin- 
ted guide to the Dunbar papers held 
by the Society, including personal 
and business correspondence, finan- 
cial and legal records, newspaper 
clippings, scrapbooks, and original 
drafts of the poet's published and 
unpublished works. 

A native of Dayton, Ohio, Dunbar 
Started writing poetry at age seven, 
and many of his early poems were 
carried in papers in and around that 
city, until he managed to sell two 
stories to a Chicago newspaper in 
the summer of 189@/42/LH' caught 
the attention of Drt'H.A. Toby, super- 
intendent of the Toledo State 
Hospital, who became his benefactor 
and promoter. 


In the early 1900's and through the 
late thirties, the poems of Dunbar 
were standard reading in the 
segregated schools of virtually every 
southern state, but enthusiasm for 
his folksy philosophy, and some 
disdain for his matchless use of 
Negro dialect has waned with the 
new generation of black poets who 
think it an absolute requisite to scat- 
ter four-letter words through-out 


their protests against the “system.” 

Perhaps the chief contribution by’ 
Dunbar to American fife and letters 
was his objective analysis of his 
face, rendered in the art fofms of 
poetry and story. Ounbar also ca 
tur ei) riS simple” 
neighbors as well as those. of his 
black kindred, and according to his 
early critics, managed to convey 
white thinking and white feeling in a 
black man, a rarity in this era when 
racial or ethnic unity is the “in" 
thing and human unity is being for- 
ced to take a back seat,

Instead of sticking behind one 
candidate for the office, they same 
up with three. Unable to settle the 
confusion among themselves in the. 


open meeting, at the suggestion of 
the presiding officer, two of the 
black candidates withdrew. But in 
bowing out of the race, one can- 
didate stipulated that his female suc- 
cessor agree {fo serve only until the 
next meeting of the. party 
organization. 

Thus, the Black Democratic ward 
leader, who has held the first vice 
chairmanship post for the past 
several years, became victim of their 
own. divisiveness. As a result, they 
set a record, for no one can recall a 
party official ever being elected un- 
der condition that he or she would 
serve only to the next meeting. 

Cleveland Blacks were facing an 
even more hostile white group, but 
they stuck together. With their solid 
front and their proven political clout,

Promise was worked out and three 
county chairmen were elected. 

One, of course, was U.S. Rep. 
Louis Stokes, Ohio's first and only 
black-Gongressmen- Columbus’ 
Black Democrats, perhaps, the next 
time around, will hopefully have 
become wisér<and sophisticated 
enough to realize that without unity, 
crumbs from the table of the 
avaricious will be their political lot. 


When It Rains, It Pours 


While we believe the special com- 
mittee currently investigating the 
General Election fiasco in Claveland 
will do a conscientious job in 
seeking out the cause of the multiple 
confusién that occurred, the fact 
remains clear that nobody, but 
nobody at the Board of Elections had 
a clear idea of the amount of work- 
and correlation-involved in making a 
complete changeover from paper 
ballots to voting machines. 

The fact that the Cuyahoga 
County penchant for bed sheet 
paper balloting managed to get itself 
into the picture, further complicated 
the election process and everybody 
involved, including the Election 
Board members, wound up with egg 
on their faces. 

A great deal of clamor has been 
raised around the demand that the 
Election officials be fired, a 
possibility remote, considering the 
long-standing practice of reserving 
the four positions as prime 
patronage Spots, equally divided bet- 
ween the two major parties. 

But the American Civil Liberties 
Union has some other ideas, In a 
recently filed class action suit, the 
ACLU is asking the U.S. District 
Court to declare unconstitutional the 
formula for selection of the board of- 


ficers; claiming that membership on 
the County Boards of, Elections is 
now reserved to the two dominant 
political parties, and thus excludes 
large segments of voters from repre- 
sentation, including women, blacks, 
and assorted third party or indepen- 
dent voters. 

The ACLU points out that although 
19.1% of the Cuyahoga County elec- 
torate is black, and 52.3% is women, 
it believes there has never been 
either a black or a woman member 
of the Cuyahoga County Elections 
Board 

These classes, the ACLU points 
out have "no adequate remedy at 
law...and unless the court grants 
them relief, they will continue to suf- 
fer irreparable harm.” 

The lawsuit is most likely to be 
heard and settled on its merits since 
federal judges are less susceptible 
to tha political pressures that involve 
Municipal and Common Pleas 
judges who are subject to the direct 
will of the voters, 

Whatever the outcome of both the 
investigation underway and the 
lawsuit to be defended, it's safe to 
predict that future Election Board of- 
ficials will never again approach 
their assignments with the idea that 
it is possible to “let_George do it,”

The NAAGP Leaal Defense and 
Educational Fund, Inc. has rendered the 
nation a signal service through its recent 
release of a painstaking new study on 
school busing that thoroughly debunks 
the claim of politicians that a moratorium 
is needed on further execution of court- 
order school busing. 

Under the provocative title "It's Not 
The Distance--"It’s The Niggers”, the 
LDF study ‘zeroes in on the role 
President Nixon has played in en- 
couraging nationwide opposition to 
school busing. the study’ takes the 
President's statement to task that “a 
remedy for the historic evil of racial dis- 
crimination has often created a new evil 
of disrupting communities and imposing 
hardships has often created a new evil of 
disrupting communities and imposing 
hardships on children”. 

To the contrary, the study concludes: 

~ Federal courts have not exceeded 
Supreme Court rulings, and have not or- 
dered “massive” or "reckless" busing in 
order to implement desegregation plans.

- Busing is not harmful to children. in 
fact, school authorities utilize busing to 
Protect young children. 

- Transportation for various school 
Purposes is used to improve the 
educational program, not to undermine 
it. 

~ The cost of schoo! busing is minor. It 
does not deplete resources for better 
schools, F

@ immediate, gut-reaction of many 
black people was “who shot him? Was it 
@ black man?" There was fear behind 
that reaction, fear that in a violent coun- 
try Whose racial tensions are endlessly 
boiling over, there might be a brutal 
backlash that would hurt innocent 
people. 

't was only after the word was released 
that the assailant was a young, blonde, 
white man, that many black people could 
breathe abit easier and turn to hopes 
that reprisals would not occur: 

This is something that puzzies a lot of 
people. Governor Wallace is ‘a self-pro- 
claimed segregationist much of whose 
Program is diametrically.opposed to 
black rights and interests. Yet the im- 
mediate and overwhelming black 
response was to. condemn the shooting 
and to hope for the Governor's recovery 

That shouldn't puzzle anyone. We have 
felt the lash of the whip and have seen 
beloved leaders like the Kennedy 
brothers, Medgar Evers, Malcolm X and 
Martin Luther King. Jr., fall before the 
guns. of twisted killers. Enough blood 
has been shed, enough martyrs have 
been created. These terrible deeds have 
only wedded us ever more firmly to the 
conviction that bullets have no answer: 
for our problems. 

Our disagreements with Governor 
Wallace cannot obscure two very’ basic 
elements. First, that our challenge to him 
and the ideas he represent must be 
through the medium of tree speech and 
legal and political action.

Perpetuating Racism 


Let's consider the question of black 

economic development, not merély as a 
thetorical or theoretical consideration 
alone, but as a practical and necessary 
alternative in the struggle for black 
liberation: 
“For too long, historically and certainly 
contemporarily, the major focus of 
ameliorating the conditions of blacks in 
the ghettos has been the persistent ap- 
proach of providing simply social, health 
and welfare services. These have served 
as placating services rather than correc- 
tive solutions to century-long problems. 

At best they are condescending, pater- 
nalistic approaches to the black man’s 
conditions in the ghetto, These services 
have become integrated into in- 
stitutionalized racism. 

Another emphasis has been in the area 
of manpower programs but most man- 
power programs lead to a dead end and 
menial opportunities in the job market 
They are, at best, also placating, pater- 
nalistic programs, which only re-cycle 

__the poor blacks into poverty, rather than 
permanently extricating fhéeni from 
poverty. “ 

This nation, historically, and especially 
after the Civil War, has refused to 
provide opportunities in which blacks 
could pursue an economic life that 
would permit them to engage in 
etonomic competitive enterprises on the 
same terms as whites. 

Right after the Civil War, many blacks 
were pressing for land distribution and 
Participation in economic enterprises. In- 
stead, however, the federal government 
approached the problem. of freedmen 
with what now are typical “social ser- 
vices," which only appeased’ the blacks, 
but never really helped them to over- 
come their landless, moneyless con- 
dition, 

Historically, in spite of all the hostile 
thetoric against the welfare institutions 
and systems, this country has refused 
blacks opportunities which would 
temove them from racists-like depen- 
dency upon programs which only ex- 
caerbate their “welfarism’ rather than

obscure the sanctity of human life. 
Racism and segregation preceded any 
single Spokesman for those causes and 
they will continue for a season, for they 
are rooted deep in the darkest corners of 
the national ‘psyche. It is only when the 
| Tauses ancttmmditigom att at 
they will be ended. 

Weare now in for a spate of glib 
questionings like those that followed the 
tragic murders of Senator Robert Ken- 
nedy and Dr, King in 1968. The same old 
Questions come up -- “are we a violent 
nation?” etc. My feeling is that we may 
get So hung up on the questions that we 
don't get around to providing the an- 
swers 

On the question of violence, tor exam- 
ple. Black people have been the victims 
of American violence for 400 years. An 
assassination attempt! doesn't make a 
whole country “violent.” but persistent 
racism and a stubbornly lingering, 
éscalating war that kills many thousands 
every year does- 

Present-day political violence “in, 
America. like so much of our past 
political violence, 
product of lone. disturbed minds. There 
may be very little,a democratic society 
can.do-to-prevent sick individuals from 
running amok. But it doesn’t have to 
make it easy for them. either. The preval- 
ence of cheap hand guns made it 
possible. for prominent political figures 
like Governor Wallace to be attacked 
and. it also makes it possible for innocent 
people in the ghetto to become victims 
of violent crime. It séems to me that it's 
not enough to ask if we are a violent 
nation the historic American love affair 
with the gun has to be ended. 

As we wish, Governor Wallace a 
speedy recovery, and as we condemn 
any attempt to intrude violence into the 
normal democratic processes, we also 
affirm our undying opposition to segreg- 
ation and to racism. Sympathy for the 
man in his hour of trial does not negate 
our unending opposition to the positions 
and actions he has taken, both past and 
present. 


help them to overcome such depen- 
dency, : 

Welfare dependency is nothing more 
than a benign form of slavery, Even some 
of the manpower programs are no im- 
provement of such a form of depen- 
dency. 

Economic development as a means of 
overcoming impoverishments is probably 
the most viable and sensible pursuit or 
goal for the black community. Even 
Booker T. Washington, in ‘spite of his 
hang-ups about political and social ac- 
commodations to the white majority, pur- 
sued some notion of economic develop- 
ment as an effective way towards 
freedom. W.E.B. DuBois, himself, in spite 
of his differences with Booker T. 
Washington, camé.to see the light when 
he began to advocate “economic 
cooperatives.” 

But for some reason, the whole notion 
of economic development remains only a 
phrase and distant, estranged con- 
sideration among the masses of blacks. 
Economic development is like a foreign 
language. Very few people know what it 
means, Only a few elite businessmen or 
so-called experts seem to understand 
what it means, Seldom do the so<alled 
experts go to the masses to explain their. 
beliefs or explain its meaning 

We need a‘barrage of both 
propaganda and information to the 
masses about this strange animal. We 
need some “preaching” and teaching~ 
about “economic power" as well as the 
tired rhetoric about “political” and ethnic 
power. Instead of using the little money 
we have for small businesses (which 
usually fail because they're designed to 
fail) we should use it for the big business 
of mass education and propaganda. 

We need to show the black community 
the potential and resources it now has 
which can be channeled into some effec- 
tive_economic. programs, We-need “to 
show them how such enterprises can be 
used to achieve self-sufficiency and 
black power.

Mother Defends Her 
Son Against Media 


TO THE EDITOR: 

This Letter is written as an aid in 
clarifying misconceptions and in the fur- 
therance of justice and harmony. | 
readily admit to baing prompted to write. 
it by’ a mother's love for hér son but | 
don't think that this clouds my mind to 
seeing the facts objectively. In your May 
20, 1972 issue of the Call - Post, you had 
an article on page 3-A entitled 17 Year- 
Old To Be Tried As An Adult”. When the 
Cleveland Press first printed a story 
about this terrible crime, the suspect was 
said to have a close-cropped, short, hair- 
style. When my son was picked up, tried, 
sentenced and_sent to- Mansfield Retor- 
matory, for an unrelated charge his hair 
was cut. My son was know for his ex~ 
tremely, large healthy afro and was 
nicknamed “curly” which he responded 
to_with pride. The. girl_involved_in the 
case-had-previously-warned-police that 
“she was so confused" that she didn't 
think that she coutd identify her assailant 
who was also accused of murdering her 
boyfriend, Kowalski. Despite my son's 
request for a lawyer's presence during 
any identification process the police 
violated his rights and he was taken, with 
his new short haircut, to county jail 
uniformed, and handcuffed to a file 
cabinet, and Kowalski’s girlfriend 
brought in and coerced into identifying 
him. This same girl tater testified 
at a preliminary hearing to all this plus 
the fact that the only thing she can 
remember seeing of the suspect is his 
eyes because a mask covered the rest of 
his face. This is the totality of the 
prosecuting attorney's evidence. One of 
the policemen told my son that the police 
had been pressured by the. public to find 
the perpetrator of this crime. Regardless 
of the number of witnesses who will 
(allah willing) testify as to when or 
where, they saw or were with my son 
New” Year's Eve, your stanted article 
creates a climate that could result in my 
son being railroaded like so many others 
before him, especially with the white vic- 
tims and black suspects. In searching for 
evidence against my son, the-police 
legally with a warrant illegally stole a 
Toshiba Tape Recorder and A Royal 
typewriter from my home although they 
recorded some other items they found. 
Also, they wrote some extremely ob- 
scene words across a prayer in Arabic 
that was displayed on the wall of my 
home. We expect the European Press to 
be racist in their accounting of incidents 
involving blacks and whites as eviden- 
ced by their long history of this type 
"yellow" reporting but wé expect and 
demand better, fairét treatment from our 
community paper. ’ 

This is what |'m presenting for your 
scrutiny with hopes that the issurs can 
be cleared up. ‘

Ann Walker, TV personality and director of Community 
Services at WLWC TV-4, attended the American Women in 
Radio and Television Convention in Las Vegas. It was Ann's 
first trip to the gaming capital of the world and also the first 
time she had to go through a gambling casino to get to a 
conference room. 

Like every other visitor Ann tried her luck at the tables 
and while Lady Luck didn't especially bestow her graces 
upon her, Ann didn't come off too badly. 

Reservations for the sensational shows of Tom Jones, 
Tony Bennett and Diane Warwicke were arranged by the 
convention committee. Ann says that Diane is beautiful, 
elegant, poised and has a lot of stage presence. 

Mrs. Walker told us that the strip is everything that she 
ever heard it was and more, but she just had to get away. 
She asked where the real people like hereself were, the ones 
just below the poverty level. She was escorted about the Las 
Vegas area by Henry Miller, a black millionaire. They visited 
Henderson, Nev., largely a black community in the Vegas 
‘Brea. She said that the poverty there is a sad commentary on 
the affluence of the rest of the area. She said that people in 
Henderson are employed in the service industry of Las 
Vegas .and_they make a lot.of money but they don't know 
how to spend it and they are exploited, 

Mrs. Walker said that some people like Bill Bailey, a for- 
mer entertainer from Cleveland, have moved to the atea and 
started lucrative businesses. Yet, there are many, many more 
who do not fare too well. 

While there Ann intervieWed some employees of the 
casinos who admitted that there are still places on the strip 
that blacks are not wholeheartedly welcomed. They say that 
a Texan who is betting $1000 on baccarrat doesn't want to 
look up and see a black face because he thinks it will give 
him bad luck. 

The American Women in Radio and Television were far 
from all play and no work for Ann. As national chairman of 
Members Service Committee she was on the convention 
agenda. It was the responsibility of her committee to compile 
program information to be made available for program aids 
to chapters throughout the country. Mrs. Walker became 
the first black Woman in the organization's history to hold a 
national office when she was elected to the nominating com- 
mittee. She says while the organization has come a long way 
since it met in Houston, Texas, many years ago when blacks 
had to sit outside of the room, it has taken much too long for 
them to rise to decision-making positions. About 12 blacks 
attended the convention 

One of the most controversial actions of the convention 
was the delegates’ decision not to support the Association 
for Children’s Television (ACT), a Boston group which is 
pushing for less violence, fewer commercials and more 
upgraded. children’s programs. Ann pointed out that her 
organization is in sympathy with the concerns of ACT but at 
this point there is no getting around the fact that money from 
TV commercials finances the television industry.

About 50 black graduate 
students have been accepted 
for admission into Ohio State 
University as a result of the 
first Graduate “School Visita- 
tion Day held Dec. 6, 1971. 

The.. university invited 
about 50 historically black in- 
Stitutions to send five senior 
honor students to visit the 
campus on that day, The 
students were told of 
graduate school offerings, fi- 
nancial aid, and campus life, 

One-third of the students 
have since applied for ad-' 
mission, says Frank W. Hale 
Jr., associate dean of the 
Graduate School. Dr. Hale 
and the Black Graduate and 
Professional Student Caucus 
conceived the idea and plan- 
ned the special day. 

Hale said: “The results 
have been fothing short of 
fantastic.” 

He reported: 47 students 
were offered’ fellowships and 
3 offered departmental 


associateships of the 52 
seniors accepted. The value 
of this financial aid in ap- 
proximately $1,500,000, Dr. 
Hale said. 

Students offered financial, 
aid represent 30 colleges and 
universities, he said.

Skilled Black Job 
Bank Is Organized

Benjamin Thomas, em- 
ployment committee~ chair= 
man, Columbus Area Civil 
Rights Council (CACRC), 
and William Banks, CACRC 
education committee chair- 
man, are both men who do 
not get discouraged easily. 

Thomas, a CACRC vice 
president, is in his third year 
as chairman of the em- 
ployment committee. With 
committee members he has 
arranged public meetings on 
employment, investigated 
areas where blacks are ex- 
cluded and most recently, set 
up a Council Job Bank, 
which will send listings of 
skilled black persons seeking 
employment to participating 
companies. 

Since he became em- 
ployment committee chair- 
man, the one area where 
Thomas has seen visible im- 
provement has been in the 
hiring of black TV per- 
sonalities. Less encouraging 
have been his efforts with 
Columbus’ daily evening 
newspaper, which Thomas 
first contacted two years ago 
and which does! not yet have 
a black reporter'out of a staff 
of 33_ reporters. He has not 
given up, ever, and just 
recently sent off a letter ‘to 
the newspaper's vice 
President. 

The letter urged that the 
newspaper work with the 
OSU Journalism Department 
to recruit young black people 
80 that-“white citizens would 
become more aware of the 
black man’s attitudes.” | 
continued: . 

“Your paper enters the 
homes of more families in 
Central Ohio than any other 
paper in the community, and 
yet you have repeatedly 
denied full representation to 
10% of this society. Report- 
ing has been done by those 
who think they know-and un- 
derstand black Americans.” It 
urged more blacks on the 
feporting staff, reporting on 
“news from the black com- 
munity through the eyes of a 


black person.” 

Although-employment has 
never been a personal 
problem for Thomas, an ac- 
countant with the Defense 
Construction Supply Center, 
it is an area he has “always 
felt vitally concerned with. It 
affect blacks more than any- 
thing else,” he says. 

Thomas is quiet in manner 
and prefers not to have his 
efforts over-played. But his 
determination is unfaltering. 
Asked if he ever gets dis- 
couraged, he says, “This has 
gone on for generations and 
won't change overnight. 
Reality will force it to sooner 
or later. Some action has got 
to be taken.” 

“Action” is also a key con- 
cern of Banks, who has 
headed an active CACRC 
education committee for the 
past year. 

Banks would like to see all 
students in the Columbus 
schools exposed to quality 
integrated education. He is 
concerned . that_. many 
organizations ‘are “sitting on 
the fence” on this issue, and 
not giving needed support to 
Board of Education members 
who favor integration. . 

in @ recent statement to the 
Board, the education /commit- 
tee expressed concern that 
the Board “has not gone on 
record categorically affirming 
that it believes in, and will 
actively push for a culturally 
and ‘racially pluralistic 
education as a. part of-its 
plans for providing a quality 
education.” 

“The physical fact of 
Placing children from dif- 
ferent cultural or racial back- * 
grounds together in-the same 
building is not sufficient,” it 
Stated. “Students must be 
given continuous opport- 
unities to work and interact 
together under the kind of 
guidance that will allow 
those interactiéns to be a 
Positive experience.” 

It urged the Board to 
“proceed immediately” to ef- 
fectively integrate the Colum- 


rie, project-chairman.

“Integration doesn't 
necessarily mean you have to 
move students out five days a 
week,” he says. 

Because he feels teachers 
ard.a key factor in_providing 
quality integrated education, 
Banks volunteered for the 
Staff -resources-search and 
solve team of Project Unite 
He believes that the outcome 
of Project Unite will tell the 
Columbus community where 
the Board and the superin- 
tendent are heading. 

The treatment of teachers 
and other school employees 
has been a concern of the 
education committee on 
several occasions during the 
past two years. The commit- 
tee investigated the circum- 
stances surrounding last 
year’s incidents at Linden- 
McKinley High School and 
communicated to the admin- 
istration its concern with the 
way decisions were made on 
the rehiring and transfer of 
teachers and administrators 
there. 


Another endeavor, which is 
not only the project of the 
education committee but of 
the, CACRC executive board 
and the Northwest Area 
Council for Human Relations, 
is a charge affidavit filed with 
the Ohid’ Civil Rights Com- 
mission based on the asser- 
tion that the Columbus 
Public Schools hire and 
Place according to race.
